The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday eve- 
ning, Nov. 1, for its regu- 
lar monthly meeting, and 
a vote to give employees 
and ‘across the board’ raise 
failed due to a tie vote of the 
council. 

Early in the meeting, 
council member Ralph 
Medley made a motion to 
provide a $2 per hour raise 
for employees across the 
board. His motion received 
a second from council mem- 
ber Shirley Eads. 

The motion and second 
came after a short discus- 
sion where council member 
Todd Askins asked if the 
most recent discussion on 
the matter at a work session 
had gotten the council close 
to common ground on the 
matter. Mayor Kathy Holley 
responded saying not really 
in answer to Askins ques- 
tion. 

After Medley made the 
motion, Askins said he 
would not be for an across 
the board $2 raise for 
employees. 

The vote was. split 3-3, 
which caused the motion to 
fail due to the tie. Medley, 
Eads, and Mayor Holley 
voted in favor of the motion 
for the $2 per hour raise. 
Voting against the motion 


were council members 
Askins, Ronald Terry, and 
Justin Flowers, 


Following the vote, no 
one on the council gave any 
indication as to whether the 
topic would be revisited 
at a later meeting or not. 
The next work session for 
the town council is set for 
Monday, Nov. 15, at 6 p.m. 
while the next regular meet- 
ing is set for Monday, Dec. 
6, at 6 p.m. 

Sealed bids were opened 
during Monday _ night’s 
meeting for roof repair work 
on a portion of the town 
hall building. The low bid 
on this project came in at 
just over $250,000, and the 
council voted unanimously 
to go with that bid. 

The only other bid sub- 
mitted for this project was 


from the same company, 
just for a different type roof 
replacement. That bid was 
over $300,000. 

Several council members 
applauded Connect Church 
and others involved in a 
community event held last 
Wednesday night, Oct. 27, in 
the town. This was a fall fes- 
tival type event that included 


trick-or-treating and games 
for youngsters. 

Council member Flowers 
noted he had not seen 
that many people in New 
Brockton at one time in a 
very long time, and it was 
nice to see. 

Monthly financials were 
reviewed, and a motion 


passed to pay the bills. ,

A couple of Saturdays ago an unusual tap, tap on 
the front door revealed two young girls knocking on 
doors in the neighborhood and giving out homemade 
‘things’. We think they said they wer eight and nine 
years old, but we were so surprised those ages are 
not etched in stone. The little things were made from 
wooden ice cream spoons. A smiling face drawn on the 
spoon was accompanied by a red heart shaped “Trick 
or Treat” glued on the middle of the spoon. All this 
was in a small plastic bag. Apparently, these smiling 
young ladies were on a mission of getting the whole 
neighborhood ready for Halloween. They performed 
their mission well! Whomever helped, prompted, 
encouraged, etc. this little project is to be commended. 


The Alabama Legislature is in session this week 
battling over how to redraw voting district lines 
across the state to comply with the “one man, one 
vote” rules. Each time they switch from U. S. House 
districts to state Senate and House districts or state 
school board districts, it is a new debate because each 
one has a different number of divisions.

ADPH continues to recommend universal indoor masking 


Even though the overall 
level of community transmis- 
sion of COVID-19 is declin- 
ing in Alabama and the num- 
ber of cases is decreasing, the 
majority of counties in the 
state continue to have high, 
moderate or substantial levels 
of disease. COVID-19 trans- 
mission levels in the com- 
munity, along with vaccine 
levels, healthcare capacity, 
surveillance testing, and in- 
school reported outbreaks or 
cases should all be considered 
prior to changes in the layered 
mitigation used in the school 
setting. Layered mitigation, 
including universal masking, 
good hand hygiene, social 
distancing of at least three 
feet or to the extent possible, 
along with environmental 
cleaning, and improved ven- 
tilation, are important mea- 
sures to keep children, staff 
and teachers safe. 

The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
urges continued use of all pre- 
ventive measures to reduce 
COVID-19 in schools until 
COVID 19 is under better 
control in Alabama. 

Consistent and correct 
mask use in schools has 
helped reduce the number of 


cases of COVID-19, allowed 
schools remain open to in- 
person learning, and helped 
prevent the consequences 
of this serious disease. 
Scientific research published 
in Pediatrics, as well as the 
Morbidity ‘and Mortality 
Weekly Report (MMWR), 
supports mitigation mea- 
sures, especially universal 
masking. 

ADPH pediatricians, Drs. 
Karen Landers and Wes 
Stubblefield, advise parents, 
caregivers and school per- 
sonnel to keep up preven- 
tion to keep down COVID. 
Stubblefield, former 
President of the Alabama 
Chapter of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics and 
now an ADPH Medicai 
Officer, states, “As data con- 
tinue to show the safety and 
efficacy of the COVID-19 
vaccine in children, we urge 
parents to consider vaccinat- 
ing those who fall in the 
eligible groups after a dis- 
cussion with their health care 
provider.” 

Landers, a long-time pedi- 
atrician, and Medical Officer 
with ADPH, says she is most 
concerned that COVID-19 
cases in children are declin- 


ing at a slower rate, with 
school-age children repre- 
senting almost 15 percent 
of recently reported cases. 
This is during a time when 
some schools are on fall 
break, thus allowing cases 
to appear to be falsely lower 
than actual cases. Landers 
also expresses concern that 
at least 19 children were hos- 
pitalized with COVID-19, as 
of October 14 with three in 
intensive care and two on 
ventilators. © 

“We need to urge those 
involved in the education of 
children to provide a safe, 
healthy learning environ- 
ment while we bring this 
virus under control,” Landers 
said. 

Recent Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
MMWR studies found that 
school districts without uni- 
versal masking policies in 
place were more likely to 
have COVID-19 outbreaks 
than other districts that did 
not implement mask poli- 
cies. Pediatric COVID-19 
cases increased nearly twice 
as quickly in counties with- 
out masking requirements 
than in counties requiring 
them.

*** The Elba Tigers are back in the playoffs for the 
13th time in the last 14 years and as region champs will get 
| to be at home in the first round as they host Ranburne. The 
| Tigers missed the playoffs last season, but bounced back 
" strong in Coach Mare Sieving’s second season at the helm 

and hung up nine wins on their side of the ledger for the 
_ first time since 2016, scored 430 points (the second most 
in the last five years) and allowed only 177 points (the 
. second fewest since 2009), While the Tigers are back in the 
“playoffs and are ranked 4™ in the state, they have posted 
a 4-4 record in their last four playoff trips and haven’t 
made much noise. While the history of the Elba Tigers is 
something to pay attention to, these Tigers are a new breed 
“and have all their fans excited about being in the playoffs 
and have them looking for a long run in the post-season. 
_ _*** T went to the Zion Chapel-Pleasant Home football 
_ game last Thursday night and really had a good time 
_ walking the sidelines, listening to the coaches and players, 
- watching the band’s unique halftime performance in 
Halloween costumes, and of course watching the Rebels 
win the game. I am usually in the pressbox at high school 
football games doing live broadcasts for WVVY-FM, 
~and while it does give me the best seat in the stadium, 
it puts me a long way from the action and the sounds of 
the game. It was fun last week to be back on the sidelines 
and I want to thank all the folks from Zion Chapel for 
their enthusiasm and for reminding me what high school 
football is really all about. 

*** The final week of the regular season in high school 

wasn’t the best of weeks for a lot of teams across the state 
as one #1 team bit the dust and a total of 16 teams in the top 
ten also fell to defeat. The top-ranked team that lost was 
2A Clarke County, which lost to Thomasville 15-14, while 
five ranked teams in 1A lost, including #3 Maplesville, 
#4 Pickens County, #6 Wadley, #9 Loachapoka and #10 
Cedar Bluff; a pair of 2A teams lost in #3 Mars Hill and 
#9 Leroy; two 3A teams lost in #5 Lauderdale County and 
#7 Trinity; two 4A teams lost in #2 Vigor and #4 Handley; 
one 5A team lost in #6 Russellville; one 6A team lost in #4 
Helena; and up in 7A, #4 Auburn lost to IMG Academy, 
the second ranked team in the nation. In action closer to 
home, 2A Abbeville closed the season with a 37-20 win 
over winless Pike County, 2A G.W. Long improved its 
record to 8-1 with a 21-20 win over Houston Academy, 3A 
Slocomb lit up the scoreboard in a 58-20 win over Geneva 
County, 3A Providence Christian closed the season on a

*** The high school football playoffs kick off this week 
with a total of 108 games scheduled all across the state 
in all seven classifications. While the coaches will insist 
all the teams in the post-season have 0-0 records once 
the single-elimination event kicks off, there are definite 
favorites in all seven classes and some teams have easier 
rides than others when looking at the brackets. Here is 
what I noticed on my first look at the brackets... 

** Class 1A — It looks like an easy ride to the semifinals 
for the top-ranked Brantley Bulldogs. The Bulldogs will 
host R.C. Hatch in the first round, a team that has posted 
only one winning season in fifty years, while in the second 
round it looks like Millry will be the opponent, which is a 
team that closed the regular season with two losses in its

last three games. In the quarterfinals it looks like either 
Keith, which won two of its seven games by forfeit, or 
Notasulga, which has lost to the Bulldogs four times 
in six previous matchups. The other side of the bracket 
includes such 1A powers as Maplesville, Sweet Water 
and Linden, which makes it easy to see that Brantley’s 
road looks pretty smooth. As for the Kinston Bulldogs, 
the ‘Dogs from Coffee County may actually be favored in 
their opener against Central Hayneville, but in the second 
round they would hit the road for a trip to Sweet Water, 
which may be a road filled with bumps. 

** Class 2A — It looks like a long and winding road 
for the Elba Tigers as they have nothing but 2A powers 
all along the path in the playoffs. The Tigers will open at 
home against Ranburne, a team that has posted nine or 
more wins in five of the last nine years and is a state title 
contender every year in wrestling, while in round two the 
Tigers have a solid chance at staying at home and could 
tangle with Orange Beach, a team that’s only loss in an 
8-1 season was a forfeit loss to top-ranked Clarke County. 
Should Elba hold its homefield advantage, the Tigers 
would then hit the road for a possibly match-up with 
Lanett, which has won a total of 68 games over the past six 
years and appears even better than ever. If the Tigers can 
hang up three wins on their side of the roster a semifinal 
match-up would find top-ranked Clarke County, Ariton, 
G.W. Long, B.B. Comer or Isabella waiting. It looks like 
lots of potholes on the path to a title. 

** Class 3A — Opp will at home for its playoff opener 
and should be a big favorite against Reeltown, but T.R. 
Miller would be waiting in the second round, with Trinity, 
Montgomery Academy or Flomaton waiting in the wings, 
with top-ranked Montgomery Catholic expected to be 
waiting in the semifinals. Not exactly a speed trip in the 
early rounds, but not the best od road conditions for the 
Bobcats. 

** Class 4A — Straughn had a 7-3 record in its bounce 
back season under a new coaching staff and will be at 
home in its playoff opener, but is only one win away from 
a road trip to second-ranked Vigor, while Geneva will 
run head first into defending state champ Handley in its 
opener, It may be time to find a new route for both teams. 

** Class 7A — Enterprise will be on the road to Fairhope 
for its playoff lid-lifter, and while the Wildcats should 
have a shot at pulling off a big road win, region foe 
Auburn would host the ‘Cats in the second round, and if 
they pull off two upsets on the road, the third round would 
be back on the road for a battle with Central Phenix City. 
The Wildcats will have to be true road warriors if they 
hope to bring home the big blue map. 

*** Ye Ole Polish Prognosticator dropped by over 
the weekend and said he was more than ready to get the 
playoffs started after eleven weeks of regular season play.

Elba tips off basketball season 


The Elba Middle School 
Tigers tipped off their 
basketball season last week 
and posted one win and one 
loss, with the win coming 
over Brantley 30-21 and 
the loss to Ariton 26-13.

The high school football playoffs will kick off all across 
the state this week and in the area the Kinston Bulldogs 
and Brantley Bulldogs will both be at home as they host 
opening round action. 

Following are previews of both playoff games: 


The Kinston Bulldogs will host their first playoff 
game in program history on Friday night when they 
host the Central Lions, of Hayneville.

Two teams that have combined to win 10 state 
championships and 32 region titles will tangle on Friday 
night at Tiger Stadium when the (9-1) Elba Tigers host the 
(6-4) Ranburne Bulldogs, in an opening round matchup in 
the Class 2A high school football playoffs. 

The Tigers, in their 1ooth year on the gridiron, have 
claimed seven state titles (1951-1954-1957-1989-1998- 
ZUNE ey and 20 region crowns, while the Bulldogs, 
in their 915t year pulling on the pads, have claimed three 
state titles (1957-1966-1975) and 12 region crowns. 

“All the teams that made the playoffs earned their way 
to the post-season,” said Elba Tiger head coach Marc 
Sieving, “and Ranburne is definitely a quality team that 
played its way into the post-season and will come here 
expecting to take home a win.” 

Ranburne, the #4 seed in Region 4, averaged 28.4 
points a game and allowed 29.2 points a game in rolling 
to six wins, including two straight wins to close the 
season that out the Bulldogs in the playoffs.

Ranburne is scoring a little over twenty- 
eight points a game and does a good job on offense. Over 
on defense, they play pretty basic and have a lot of players 
in the box to stop the run. They did give up some points 
during the season, but it wasn’t due to a lack of effort.”

“Ranburne may have only six wins,” said Sieving, 
“but they had to win the last two games to make the 
playoffs and did just that. We will need to play smart 
on both sides of the ball to post a win Friday night, 
and at the same time be aggressive and do what we do. 
On offense we will have to be able to run the football, 
and on defense we’ll need to stop the run and pressure 
the quarterback. We gave the players a few days off 
last week after school, but worked on our plan in the 
mornings and had maybe our best practice of the season 
on Tuesday.
